HAT could Solomon defire more than 
ſuch a promiſe as this! Godly perſons, 
and they only, could rejoice on hearing 
this gracious anſwer : the ungodly cannot 
ſo much as wiſh that either the eye of 
God, or his heart, ſhould be ſet on them, 

| | If you are helped to ſee this text in a pro- 
per light, it may | fill you with as much joy and comfort as, no 


doubt, this anſwer did the hearts of many who heard it. 
David had long lamented that the ark of God dwelt between cur- 


tains ; but now the typical worſhip was arriving at its higheſt 
pitch of ſplendor and glory, and theſe words in my text crowned 
the whole; for what would all the glory of that temple, and its

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furniture have been, if God had refuſed to countenance the wor- 
ſhip? And have we nothing as great as this, to animate and 
encourage us in our worſhip? Is not our King now in heaven, far 
ſuperior to king Solomon on earth ? Is not his continual interceſ. 
ſion far preferable to this prayer of Solomon? | 

To be bleſſed with eyes to ſee, mult always be conſidered as one 
of the greateſt mercies a God of grace beſtows on any of his 
creatures. What were all the great things which Ahab had, to 
this great privilege ? The eyes Elijah was favoured with, and his 
view of divine ſubjects, were of infinitely greater value than the 
honours of the molt rich and powerful monarchs ; and the know. 
ledge given to Paul was abundantly preferable to the crown of an 
emperor. 


It ſtrikes us with a ſolemn awe, when we obſerve ſome perſons, 


who, though bleſſed with peculiar privileges, have neither eyes to 
diſcern, nor hearts to embrace them. This was molt evidently the 
caſe with great numbers of the children of Iſrael, even while they 
were living upon miracles, and had no incumbrances from worldly 
cares and neceſſities; for they were entirely exempted from thoſe 
numerous outward trials and perplexities which appear burdenſome 
to many a fincere ſoul. The chief thing the Iſraelites had to 
engage their attention, was, the worſhip of God ; but, like the 
ſilly dove, they had neither hearts to love, nor eyes to ſec the 
glories of that ſalvation which was perpetually held out to them in 
types and ſhadows. Never had any people upon the face of the 
earth, ſuch an opportunity of worſhipping God aright, like thoſe 
in the wilderneſs: their proviſions came directly from God, and 
every thing around them afforded matter of inſtruction. This 
day, in which Solomon dedicated the temple, was one of the moſt 
glorious days under the Old Teſtament - worſhip, yet they who 


were in blindneſs and unbelief, ſhared not in the ſacred pleaſures 


which it yielded to others. 
God, as a ſovereign, has a right to reveal that ſalvation, in 


+ Which his eternal glory is immediately imercſtcd, in what wa 
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and manner Tho — What mortal world dare to find fault 
with Chriſt, for ſpeaking in parables to the people at large ? 
Nothing can be more evident, than that many, who lived in 
times of the Old Teſtament worſhip, had not ſuch light as we 
have. It is alſo clear, from that hiſtory which God himſelf has 
handed down 10 us, that the light and knowledge of this falvation 
has been gradually revealed to the church, and that at different 
periods, even according to his ſovereign pleaſure, He ſuffered the 
myſtery to lie hid from ages and generations; the greateſt part of 
the world, as it is at this day, was wrapt in darkneſs; happy 
indeed was it, everlaſtingly happy, for ſuch in the land of Judah, as 
had eyes at that period given them to fee what was to be viewed at 
this dedication of the temple. 

For the ſpace of two thouſand years, the church was chicfly 
ſupported by that promiſe, I will put enmity between thee and 
the woman, and between thy ſecd and her ſeed: it ſhall bruiſe 
thy head, and thou ſhalt bruiſe his heel,” Gen. in. 13. The 
lives of the Antediluvians being fo very long, the knowledge of 


man's perfect ſtate, his fall, the promiſe of a Saviour, and of a . 


covenant of grace, was handed down by one to another: Adam 
himfclf, who lived 930 years, could declare the whole do Methu- 
ſelah, who was cotemporary with him about 247 years; Methu- 
{lah could converſe with Noah about 300 years, and with Shem 
near one hundred. According to Mr. Tx aee's calculation, Shem 
law ten generations, and died when Iſaac was about 50 years of 
age; fo that Iſaac might have the light cad the truth, as the fifth 
perſon from Adam. : 
As it is evident that we have advantages which thoſe perſons 
were not favoured with, who had only types and ſhadows of Chriſt 
to look to; ; fo it appears, that ſincere worſhippers, who lived after 
the time of Moſes, had greater light than the Antediluvians, the 
more immediate deſcendants from Adam. The light thus gradu- 
ally increaſing for the ſpace of four thouſand years, reflects the 
ligheſt honour on the re which we now enjoy ; ſince 
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grace, thoſe ſeaſons, in which any particular aa of that light 


ſuch a type of Chriſt as was now exhibited in Solomon: there had 
been many types of Chriſt before, but not one to repreſent him as 


The true worſhippers, who ſaw at this time what God deſigned 
to teach his people by ſo great a king as Solomon thus praying for 


. muſt. be bleſſed indeed, whoſe happy lot it ſhould be to live in this 
world after the aſcenſion of Chriſt they would be impreſſed with 


we have not only the peculiar, advantage of ſeeing how this light 
came in, but likewiſe behold the fun in his meridian ſplendor. 
—_ they who were cotemporaries with Solomon were not ſenſible 
of the advantages which they then enjoyed, and that they were 
preferable to thoſe enjoyed by perſons who lived before the flood ; 
they muſt be ignorant of the true nature of their religion ; and if we 
do not -perceive the great light which now ſhines, it is becauſe 
the eyes of our underſtanding are not yet enlightened to diſcern it. 

The true worſhippers of this day, who underſtand the diſpenſa- 
tion under which our lot is caſt, are perſuaded that there is now no 
neceſſity for types and ſhadows. —Juſt as, when the ſun riſes, the 
leſſer light of the moon and ſtars is eclipſed, and rendered unne- 
ceſſary. "4 | 

The glory of Divine Providence, and the peculiar care of God 
over his people, ſhone forth in a new and ſingular manner in the 
days of Abraham, Iſaac, and Jacob, and particularly in Jacob's 


family; in over. ruling the cruelty of Joſeph's brethren for bring- 


ing the ſeed of Abraham under the Egyptian bondage; in their 
remarkable deliverance from thence, in their march through 
the ſea ; and, j in the whole of their travels through the wilderneſs: 
by this the name of Jehovah was reverenced to the ends of the 


earthy, -, 
Divine Providence being only EVEN to the Serious plan of 


broke forth, were as nothing to this period of God's giving more 
enlarged diſcoveries of his infinite deſigns of love and grace, by 
both king and interceſſor for his church in one perſon. 


all the congregation of Iſrael, would think that all thoſe worſhippers 
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Gel of the privilege of thoſe who ſhould have the Lord 
of heaven, and King of Kings, being both God and man, was 
fulfilling the office of King and prieft for his church : they 
would ſee an infinite difference between looking to a mere man thus 
praying for them, and ſceing the Lord of all worlds not only 
interceding for them, but having fully paid the price for their 
falvation, and completely finiſhed the great work. 

It was certainly a glorious period wherein God was ſeen to 
move the heart of a great king, thus to pray from his very heart for 
temporal and ſpiritual bleſſings for Iſrael ; this not only proved 
that God had not forſaken his people, but that he would dwell 
with man on earth in very deed. As ſure as the Holy Ghoft 
enabled Abel to offer his ſacrifice by faith, ſo he helped many of 
thoſe, who beheld Solomon engaged in prayer, to ſee that great 
king and prieſt who by faith now attracts the attention of the 
heavenly world, more than that earthly monarch then filled that 
congregation with wonder and delight. The joy and happineſs of 
that day was but a faint ſhadow of its antitype above. This 
makes it appear, that the period to which the words of 0 (ext 
refer was peculiarly glorious. 


The believing worſhipper muſt have had his daddy en 


" Jarged, in reflecting on the efficacy of that office which ſhould'be 
filled by no leſs a perſon than he who ſhould be both God and 
man, and who ſhould have his people's intereſts'as'much tore on 
his heart, as his perſon is more W than that of Solomon's 
was. 

It muſt convey a very pleaſing idea to any worfhipper at that 
time, to believe that God was, by this very circumſtance, holdi ing 
forth Chriſt to view ; and indeed a ſalvation ſo infinitely glorious, 
could have nothing too great to typiſy it. "What was the greateſt 
king upon the face of the earth, to the Lord of heaven and carth! 
Solomon not only thus prayed, but thought” it his honour” to be 
thus publicly engaged; and was no doubt particularly called to this 
public ſervice by God: it was one of the higheſt honours ever con- 
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ferred on any king. This was wonderful in the eyes of that con- 
gregation ; but it is the higheſt wonder of angels, that Hz, who is 
infinitely greater than Solomon, ſhould eſteem it an honour to be 


in office even in the world of glory. So alfo Chriſt glorified 


not himſelf, to be made an high-prieſt ; but Him that ſaid unto 
him, Thou art mySon, this day have I begotten thee,” Heb. v. 
This is a ſtriking proof of the greatneſs of men's Shades, 


iat Chriſt's higheſt glory as Mediator ſhould ariſe out of it; that 


muſt be truly glorious, which is the glory of the Lord of heaven 
and-carth. This demonſtrates the darkneſs of thoſe men, who ſce 
nothing in this wonderful ſyſtem of redemption worthy of their 
notice; for it is to the Jews a {tumbling block, and to the Grecks 


| fooliſhneſs,” 1 Cor. i. 23. 


We have not the leaſt doubt but there was a point in time, 
wherein Solomon was praying this very prayer, to which theſe 
words of God are an. anſwer : to realize ſuch periods, has a ten- 
dency to-impreſs the heart with the ſolemnity of that ſeaſon. We 
are alſo fully perſuaded that there was a preciſe period in which 
our glorious Jeſus entered on his work in this lower world; 
and alſo when he finiſhed that work; thefe were both glorious 
periods : but to have ſeen him enter into that eminently glorious 
and exalted ſtation which he now fills, muſt have been the grand- 
eſt ſight rational creatures had ever been witneſs to, from the 
creation of God. It was a new fight tv the inhabitants of the 
heavenly world themſelves : they now ſaw, in the perſon of the 
Lord Jeſus, that very ſalvation which they had lived and died in 
the faith of. It is very evident that ſome of the molt glorious pe- 
riods, in which the great things of our ſalvation were accompliſhed, 
are already paſt ; we ſee Chriſt enter on a new office in the heavenly 


| fanRtuary above; **for Chriſt is not entered into the holy place made 


with hands, which are the figures of the true; but into heaven it- 
ſelf, now to appear in the preſence of God for us,” Heb. ix. 24. 
ſo that we may with the greateſt certainty ſay, there is ſomething 
in heaven now, 7 was not there eightcen RY years ago; 

in 
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and until that period, heaven ſeemed to have wanted ſome of its 
proper ſurniture: Chriſt, in that world, is more to the ſaved than 
all the redeemed together; to Him in this ſtation, the eyes of be- 
lievers in every part of the globe are directed, and meet as the 
beams of light in one common focus. 

Though we have not the great ſatisfaction to ſee a Solomon 
praying before ſo many thouſands ; yet, if we look by faith, we 
can realize our ſpiritual Solomon in the midſt of an innumerable 
company above, It was no doubt the intention of Jehovah, not 
only at this remarkable period, and by this circumſtance, to in- 
ſtruct the Jews then living, but alſo Chriſtians, to the end of the 
world :—for many of the greateſt things are to this day perceived 
and known by the help of types and figures ; the high prieſthood 
is in a particular manner thus ſeen to this preſent day. For 
as the chief things which we are required to believe, are things 


which we never ſaw with our bodily eyes; therefore it is an ad- 


vantage to have thoſe things: held forth to our ſenſes' by ſome 
ſtriking types and figures; and eſpecially when theſe are ſuch as 
God himſelf chuſes. He who made our natures, underſtands beſt 
how to inſtruct us. 

As I wiſh at this time to lead the minds of my hearers to ſce 
what glorious things God at this period was teaching his people ; 
I would, 

I. Offer a few remarks on what che be moſt ſuitable at this 
memorable time. 

II. Shew what his worſhippers may expect from God, when 
he thus encourages them; 

III. How ſuch ordinances ought to be attended, where God 
has promiſed to have his eye and heart perpetually. 

1. Inaſmuch as God is the iminediate author of the Old Teſta- 
ment worſhip, on this account all reſpe& paid to that inſtitution 
was looked on by Jehovah, as obedience to his will. — The 
worſhipper being ſully perſuaded of this, the form and me- 
thod of the worſhip would neceſſarily be as a light to his feet, and 
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be i in its purity held out to him by God. The ſincere worſhipper 
would be the more confirmed in this by the peculiar and ſtrict 
commands given to preſerve his worſhip pure ; by the awful and 
dreadful puniſhments threatened to idolaters ; and by the great 
bleſſings promiſed to the obedient, Thus Aaron's ſons, for taking 
upon themſelves in a preſumptuous manner to offer ſtrange fire, 
were deſtroyed by God's immediate hand, in a moſt awful man- 
ner: this gave the people to underſtand how particularly Jehovah 
obſerved the conduct of all thoſe worſhippers who acknowledged 
his authority ; that none ſhould come before him with any innova- 
tions of their own; and theſe things would tend greatly to confirm 
them in the belief of the regard that God had for that mode of 
worſhip which himſelf had eſtabliſhed. 1 
There is nothing to which fallen nature is more prone, than to 
reject the authority of God, and to invent ſome other way of wor- 
ſhip, ho fooliſh and abſurd ſoever it be. This is the reaſon why 
there have been ſuch extravagant follies adopted, not only in the 
| | - Pagan part of the world, but even among the Jews, which brought 
! on the latter ſuch awful judgments and at length-their folly cauſed 
5 their ruin: they could have no doubt of God's being the ſole au- 
| thor of their worſhip, ſince he ſo awfully flew many who at-

tempted to encroach on his authority in it; and gave ſuch laws 
for keeping his worſhip pure, as only a God of infinite wiſdom

' pleaſe God. This doctrine Abel preaches, and will continue to 

| preach, to the end of the world—therefore thoſe worſhippers, who wa 
i. - had their minds confined merely to the form of the worſhip, td 
| could not be faid to worſhip agreeably to the mind of God. Pon 
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The very nature of the Jewiſh worſhip taught them to conſider 

it as only typical: for all the ſervices together, eould have no vir- 

tue in them to atone for the leaſt fin ; and the leſs they had of that 

appearance, the more the worſhippers were taught to look behind 
them to the great Antitype. 

2. The high prieſt, in his office, was the center of all the typical 

worſhip. As a man may err in ſome doctrines, and yet build upon 


the foundation ; fo a worſhipper might miſtake in ſome parts of 


that emblematical worſhip ; but they who underſtood: not the na- 
ture of the high prieſt's office, were ignorant of every part of the 
worſhip : in like manner we ſay, they who ſee not the end and 
deſign which God had in the death of Chriſt, muſt be ignorant of 


the whole Goſpel, as were thoſe perſons who underſtood not the 


nature and intent of that high office. 

An Iſraelite who ſaw the ſin offering killed, the ſkin, the fleſh, 
and dung burned without the camp ; if at the ſame time he ſaw 
not what this was a type of, he could not attend on that ſervice 
with affection; but the worſhipper that had true faith, had his 
mind led to the very things which were the life of that worſhip, 
and to things which God himſelf had chiefly in his own thoughts 
when he inſtituted it ;—nay, the chief things which had been 
from everlaſting in his mind, and continue to be ſo to this very 
moment. The evidence of this affords no ſmall pleaſure to a con- 
templative believer, and proves the infinite and everlaſting im- 
portance of the Goſpel ; for that which is the chief in God's 
eſteem, muſt be great indeed. What were the riſe and fall of 
the greateſt monarchies of the world, which God revealed to Da- 
nicl, to the ſubject of “the Meſſiah's being cut off, but not far 
himſelf?” Thoſe dominions were as nothing, to the “ ſtone cut 
out of the mountain without hands,” Dan. ii. 9. 

It is a great proof of the darkneſs of that period when our Lord 


was upon earth, that the high prieſt himſelf was a Sadducee ; and 


it ſtrongly proves the proneneſs of men to err in the moſt important 
points, when thoſe perſons, whoſe very office and intereſt it ſhould 
; | E be 
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be to teach others the truth, are themſelves in a ſtate of enmity 
againſt it. To this the Holy Ghoſt alludes by the prophet, 
« Wha is blind, but my ſervant; or deaf, as my meſſenger that 
I ſent?” Ifa, xlii. 19. and there cannot be a greater proof of the 
enmity of men againſt God, than the averſion which they in a 
particular manner evidence againſt that in which the chief glory 
of God, as a God of grace, is maniſelted. 

As a good markſman points his gun at the orincigat. parts of 
the bird, or beaſt, which he deſigns to ſhoot, fo Satan par- 
ticularly - aims at blinding the minds of worſhippers in 
the moſt important points. It has certainly been one of the 
moſt ſubtle arts of the grand adverſary, to entangle the minds 
of many, and to engage their whole attention avout the circum- 
ſtantials of religion, to the neglett of its fundamental parts. It 
is therefore an infinite mercy when the Holy Ghoſt leads the 
mind of the believer principa hy, and invariably, to the center of 
religion; and it is a great advantage to a Chriſtian, to have the 
eſſential things in religion, inſiſted on moſt frequently. Miniſ- 
ters, from an unwillingneſs to diſcover their averſion to the 
truth, often neither dare oppoſe it, nor avow what themſelves 
believe. We read of one of our Engliſh travellers who, being 
indulged by ſome pagans with a view of the temple, and idols in 
it, was aſtoniſhed at the furniture and riches of the temple ; 
but when he perceived, in the center of the place, a living ape 
to be their chief idol, he was ſtill more ſurpriſed that ſuch an 
immenſe treaſure ſhould be waſted upon ſo mean an animal. I 
am fully perſuaded, however, that they who hold Chriſt to be 
a mere man, are much more irrational, as they would prove 
Jehovah himſelf as bad as theſe deluded pagans, in approving of 
ſo much treaſure being expended in the temple and its ſervices, 
if after all they ſhould mean ſcarce any thing more than to mil- 
lead the worſhipper; which would caſt the higheit reflection on 
God himſelf, for appointing ſuch a coſtly and pompous mode of 


. worſhip. Few of theie ſuperficial miniiters. will mention what

of their hearers ; but as many of the ancient worſhippers, who 
of poured contempt on that mode of worſhip, brought on them- 
ir- ſelves the tremendous frowns of its author, ſo will theſe, and 
in for the ſame reaſon.

2 of love to the people than he had, they would have been ſo much 
hat the more dear to him. Could a tender mother neglect inter- 
cir ceding for the life of an only ſon, if the had influence, and a 
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good hope to obtain a pardon for him? It is poſſible that ſome 
peculiarly hardened one might neglect ſo to do; but our glo- 
rious Interceſſor above, is a contraſt to ſuch : his people are 
engraven on the palms of his hands ; his love is written with 
ſomething infinitely more intelligible than it could have been by 
letters. 

We are not to imagine that any thing done or ſuffered by Chriſt, 
was only to make a dilplay of love, by doing or ſuffering any thing 
— which we cannot ſuppoſe poſſible to be done without love, and yet 
be deſlitute of that principle: nothing would be accounted more 
odious among men, than this. If we judge by matters of fact, what 
could evidence a being to have more love, than thoſe unparal- 
leled ſufferings which Chriſt endured? and by theſe we are to 
form ideas of the greatneſs of his love. The ſcriptures particu- 
larly point us to this method of judging of the love of Chriſt; 
and is it poſſible to fix our thoughts on any thing, that will ſo 
much impreſs our hearts with the greatnels of this love as the 
beholding him nailed to the croſs, with the whole weight of our 
ſins laid upon him? And all this by his own voluntary engage- 
ment? The love of Solomon was infinitely ſhort of this; yet 
we make no doubt but that Solomon was poſſeſſed of an affec- 

| tionate regard for the people : for-if he had not been ſincere in 
1 this prayer, it would have been one of the moſt ſplendid acts of 
14 hypocriſy that had ever been tranſacted under the heavens ; and 
1 it would be a ſin beyond deſcription, ſo much as to imagine that 
| Chriſt had not as much love as his actions declared him to have. 
14 It is evident the things he did and ſuffered, neither could or 
4 would have been done by him, had there not been in his heart 
lh that very love which ſuch a conduct manifeſted ; therefore, as 
N we fully believe in what the Scriptures reveal concerning him, 
we ought frequently to pry into the greatneſs of this love; this 
would be doing the will of God like thoſe in heaven. If any 
man, at this time of Solomon's praying, had paid no regard io 
du b 1370 bim 
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him on account of his affection, he would have been reckoned 
yoid of reſpect either to the king or nation, 


This fire of divine love in Chrilt, is invariable in its heat ; 
indeed, it would not be for his honour now, in the ſight of all 
the redeemed in heaven, to intercede for thoſe with coolneſs and 


indifference, for whom he had diſcoyered ſuch boundlels love 
on the croſs. Immutability is one part of his mediatorial glory; 
and the leaſt deviation would ſpoil the whole glory of his medi- 
atorial character. 

As this ſubject is ſo clearly proved to be true, by the moſt 
undeniable facts, is it not matter of lamentation, that we ſhou'd 
have ſuch a glorious Redeemer, even now embarked in our 
cauſe, and with ſuch infinite love to us, and that we ſhould ſo 
overlook this, as though we had neither regard for him or his 
people? Believers who itudy this ſubject, have ſomething more 
to help their meditation, than they had who lived before the 
crucifixion. Thoſe Jews who ſaw only Solomon thus engaged 


in prayer for the congregation, if they had not ſtrong faith in 


the Meſliah that was to come, ſaw little indeed, in compariſon 


to what we do, who have this meridian ſun ſhining upon us. 

Though love, of itlelf, in any being, cannot raiſe the expec- 
tation, without ſome idea of power or influence joined wich 
it; yet where power and influence is known to be equal with 
love, this, properly conſidered, will raiſe the hope of them for 
whom Chriſt ever liveth to make interceſſion; and it is an in- 
finite mercy_that his word declares, all power is lodged in his 
hands, 

It js common for men, who are in expectation of ſomething 
from government, frequently to call to mind that nobleman who 
hag eſpouſed their cauſe ; and to think of him with a peculiar 
degree of pleaſure and ſatis faction, more eſpecially if he be a 
man of ſuch influence, that he can obtain for them whatever 
he 6 If then we believed more in Chriſt, what pleaſure 


ſhould 
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ſhould we enjoy! and what a help would an adequate idea 
of Chriſt be to us not only i in life, but in death itſelf! 

If the Chriſtian was more ſtudious in this point, and his 
thoughts more frequently engaged in the exaltation of Chriſt, 
as the ſubject - matter of his meditation, he would find more plea. 
ſure in this view of Chriſt, than he is aware of; and it is a great 
proof of the depravity of our natures, when we find ourſelves ſo 
backward to ſeek delight in that which is undeniably the moſt 
intereſting and agreeable part of our religion. 

Chriſtianity has not only realitics in it, but they are ſuch as fill 
angels and archangels with wonder and, in particular, that after 
all the ſufferings Chriſt has endured on the account of his people, 
they are as dear to him as ever: as he is the fame yeſterday, to- 
day, and for ever, One of the highelt pleaſures the inhabitants of 
the heavenly world enjoy, conſiſts in the idea they have of being 
dear to Chriſt, and in perceiving his love towards them is as im- 
mutable as his perſon. The more we are enabled to ſee this in a 
proper light, the nearer we approach to the joys of thoſe who ſce 
eye to eye above. 

There would never have been any mention made of Chriſt's 
ſympathizing with his people, if this had not been the caſe ; but 
* we have not an high-prieſt who cannot be touched with the fecl- 
ing of our infirmities,” Heb. iv. 15. This will ſoon be ſeen by 
the whole aſſembled world, when Chriſt ſhall ſay concerning his 
diſciples, that whatever has been done to the leaſt of them, he con- 
ſidered as done to himſelf which he could not then ſay, if 
not ſtrictly true. 

4. The honour conferred on Solomon, in the 1 to his 
prayer, was very great: God, in the moſt public manner, teſtified 
his approbation. This undoubtedly encouraged the hearts of the 
people more than the words of the prayer itſelf ; for what muſt the 
aſſembly expect, when they heard ſuch an anſwer !—an univerſal 
Joy W ould run through the whole of them that believed.

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Ik we are helped to diſcern the high honour now granted to our 


hearts, and be the ſubjet-matter of our continual meditation and 
conſolation? and we may be as fully aſſured, that the higheſt poſſi- 
ble honours are conferred on him, as we are of his cxaltation ? 

If che eyes and ears of the congregation were feaſted, at this 
remarkable time, by beholding a king thus praying for them, 
ſhould not ours be continually delighted on the ſame account ? 
What was Solomon's praying for them, when compared with the 
interceſhon of our glorious high-prieſt, who always bears our 
names on his breaſt- plate before the throne of God? Solomon's 
prayer was but of ſhort continuance ; but our glorious high-prieſt 
will continue to plead our cauſe till the whole church ſhall be 
gathered home to himſelf. —This is as clearly revealed, as that he 
ſhould take our nature, and be what he now is. The Lord 
hath worn, and will not repent ; Thou art a prieſt for cen after. 
the order of Melchiſcdeck,” Pſalm cx. 4. | 

If the ſacrifices of Solomon were accepted, and God gave a 
public teſtimony of his being pleaſed with them, how much more 
ſhall his be accepted, who offered himſelf without ſpot a ſacrifice 
0 God, of infinite value! We may be aſſiſted in theſe reflections 
dy referring to thoſe ſcriptures which ſpeak of his exaltation : 
« Wherefore God alſo hath highly exalted him, and given him a 
name which is above every name,” Philip. ii. g. 

If Chriſt is thus exalted, it neceſſarily proves the e 
on- of his ſacrifice, and of conſequence the prevalency of his inter- 


vere ceſſon. Therefore as it was the honour of Solomon to have ſuch 

an immediate anſwer from God; our Jeſus has an honour of this 

his kind beyond what can be deſcribed by mortals. We hear of this 

fed dy the hearing of the ear; but what would it be to ſee it, as it is 

the dzheld above! This is one part of the bleſſedneſs of thoſe who 
the behold him without a cloud or veil between.

John xii. 28. This voice was for the comfort of his followers, 
and to impreſs their minds with this reviving truth, that the Father 
was as ready to confer all kinds of honour on his beloved Son, as 
he was to aſk. This voice was not only for thoſe who heard it 
with their ears, but for all that ſhall believe, to the end of the 
world. This was ſuch a beam of light from heaven, that it guides 
our very hearts into one of the moſt pleaſing ſubjects, namely, the 
Father's delight to honour the Son.—Had he this honour given 
him when on earth, and can he be without it in the world above? 
If therefore the honour conferred on Solomon, was the joy of the 
congregation of Iſrael ; this ought much more to be the delight of 
the whole body of the redeemed, both on earth and in heaven, 
If we conſider that Chriſt is infinitely more dear to God, than 
Solomon; and alſo how deſerving he is of all the honour which he 
is intitled to in his mediatorial character, we ſhall. have our minds 
enlarged in this ſubject. Our believing is but talking about belicy-

ing, if this is overlooked; accordingly the apoſtle thus addreſſcs 


the church: Who by him do believe in God who raiſed him up, 


- and gave him glory, that your faith and hope might be in God,” 


1 Pet. i. 21, If therefore we are not looking to * on what ate 
our faith and hope founded? 

God would never have put it into the heart of Solomon thus to 
pray, if he had not intended him the honour of a public approba- 
tion; and would he have ſtationed Chriſt where he is, if eternal 
honour would not haye been the conſequence? May we not then 
well conclude; that ſuch a work would never have been given 
Chriſt to accompliſh, had not that work been ordained to be done 
in ſuch a manner, as to be eternally honoured in heaven before all 
the redeemed ? When a ſon, who is beloved, performs an act that 
is highly pleaſing, this renders the work ſtill more acceptable ; and 
this circumſtance alſo proves the infinite acceptableneſs of Chriſt's

the peculiar appointment of God himſelf ; fo that which gives in-

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ſon and ſufferings of him who is both God and man, the worth of 
whoſe perſon no archangel can compute, 

The glory of Solomon's temple filled the ſurrounding nations 
with wonder; but the infinite treaſure God himſelf has laid out 
in this ſalvation, will fill the ſaved nations with everlaſting adora- 
tion. This is that which will make all the expence and labour 
mortals may be at, appear trifling and mean : therefore the types, 
though many of them were made of ſolid gold, obtained no better 


a name than ſhadows of that which was to come; for, in compa- 


riſon, they were poor indeed; nor in that point of view, could the 
whole creation afford materials worthy of being called by a better 
name. 

It is evident that men, who deny the divinity of Chriſt, and 
on that account muſt of conſequence deny that his death was a 
proper facrifice for fin; ſuch perſons, I ſay, love not to hear 
much about the Old Teſtament, nor of that worſhip in which fo 
many ſacrifices were appointed ; ſince this makes it appear that 
there was ſomething more neceſſary to the ſalvation of men, than 
repentance and reformation, which, without this great ſacrifice, 
would be of no avail : but we may apply to them what an igno- 
rant Papiſt once obſerved, who, meeting with the New Teſtament 
in a houſe, and not knowing what baok it-was, ſaid, * I can open 
at no place in this book, but it is all againſt my religion: — S0 it 
may be truly ſaid of the former, that both the Old as well as the 
New Teſtament, prove their ſyſtem to be unſeriptural. We can- 
not look either into the word of God, or take a view of the heaven) 
worſhip, but we mult ſee their ſentiments contradicted; this expre!- 
fion, © Unto him that has redeemed us unto God by his blood,“ 
cannot be made compatible with their antiſcriptural ſyſtem. 

To imagine that God would engage a people in a worſhip in 
which ſuch immenſe ſums ſhould be expended, and ſanction it in 
ſuch a ſolemn manner, and yet only intend the external reforma- 
tion of men, is ridiculous beyond all conception, and caſts an 
awful and dithonourable reflection upon the divine author of that 

2 worſhip ; 
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worſhip ; but when we are convinced of the nature of the antient 
worſhip ; and that Jehovah deſigned to glorify himſelf eternally, 
in manifeſting the riches of his grace, in ſuch a way as ſhould 
fill his people in this world with joy and hope, and thoſe in hea- 
yen itſelf with eternal adoration and praiſe ; this unravels the 
whole, and demonſtrates the ways of God to be glorioully con- 
ſiſtent. 

II. When God in this manner gives a ſanction to ordinances 
of his own appointment, what ought they to expect to receive 
from him, when they attend upon him. in theſe ordinances ? 
We cannot ſurely approach thoſe who love us ſuperlatively, and 
have been accuſtomed to load us with favours, without having 
our expectations raiſed, and eſpecially if they give us reaſon to 
expect favours in conſequence of their promiſes. In general, 
God's people may expect that he will dwell with men on earth 
in very deed. This Solomon perceived, when he ſaw the tem- 
ple filled with his glory. We are to conſider ſuch a maniſeſta- 
tion as the primary end of inſtituted worſhip : “ Thou haſt aſ- 
cended up on high, thou haſt led captivity captive, thou halt 
received giſts for men, yea for the rebellious alſo, that the Lord 
God might dwell among them,” Pf. Ixviii. 18. | 

The countenancing this worſhip in ſo extraordinary a manner 
was a pledge and earneſt of God's taking up his eternal abode 
with his people. This was no doubt the light in which the un- 
derſtanding people of God viewed it; far what leſs could they 
expect, when they ſaw ſuch preparation, and all this by the ap- 
pointment of God himſelf, but that he would honour his own 
ordinances with his preſence ? No doubt the ſaints in heaven, 
when they ſaw the King of kings enter upon his preſent (tation, 
perceived that great mercies were going to be granted to God's 
worſhipping people below ; they had read, while they were on 
earth, that Chriſt ſhould * aſcend on high, lead captivity cap- 
tive, and receive gifts for men, that the Lord God might dwell 
with his people; but though they tormerly believed, yet there 
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is a great advantage in having a diſtin& view of theſe objects. 
If then the temple; and all the preparations of it, tended to raiſe 
the expectations of the people, how ſhould we behold this coſtly 
preparation which God himſelf has made, and by which it evi- 
dently appears that he will glorify Chriſt, in beſtowing bleſſings 
on his people to the end of the world! Heaven itſelf preaches 
this doctrine to man. But to deſcend to particulars : 
1. The poor diltrelſed ſou], who is weary and heavy laden, may 
come to this Betheſda pool, and wait for the troubling of the 
water, Such are the molt helpleſs, and therefore need peculiar 
encouragement, Where the God of all grace takes up his 
dwelling, theſe healing ſeaſons may be expected. If this dil. 
courſe ſhould fall into the hands of ſuch a one, let me exhort 
my reader to conſider that it was the honour. of Chriſt when on 
earth, and it is his glory now in heaven, to fave ſinners. Re- 
member, that as Satan never tempted thee to deſpair of mercy 
before thou didit begin to be in earneſt for thy ſalvation, this 
implies that he apprehends he ſhall loſe thee, or he would never 
thus attempt to drive thee to deſpair;—but conſider, when 
Chriſt aſcended his throne in heaven, it was that he might 
give repentance and remiſſion of ſins.” 
If Chriſt has ſet up his ſtandard near the army of rebels, and 
proclaims, that whoever comes ſhall not be refuſed; who among 
that army can have the leaſt reaſon to diſpute the encourage- 
ment? If the white flag of truce is held out, or carried forth, 
it is a breach of the law of nations to ſlay ſuch as take refuge un- 
der it. Take Chriſt's character from his own words: Ile that 
cometh unto me, I will in no wiſe caſt out.“ Think it an inf. 
nite mercy to be under the found of the Goſpel ; but a greater tha 
you are now rouſed from that dreadful ſecurity in which molt liv 
and die, and all the dread and horror that may be occaſioned by: 
ſight of the provoking ſin you have committed, will only dri 
you the more to the fullneſs of the atonement. Plead for and ex: 


ped all that God has promiſed, ** Seek, and ye ſhall find the Lord. 
1. Ib 
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2. The hungry and thirſty ſoul may plead the promiſe in Iſaiah 
Xi. g. Even the youths ſhall faint and be weary, and the young 
men utterly fail ; but they that wait on the Lord ſhall renew their 
ſtrength.” God has left ſuch promiſes on purpoſe to be pleaded. 
The believer may ſay as Jacob, © Do as thou haſt ſaid.” He that 
rained manna on Iſrael, has his eye upon the whole camp of the 
redeemed ; he knows that theſe, and theſe only, are the perſons 
who value the proviſions of his kouſe, or have any eye to his pro- 
miſe ; and ſuch may expect not only his eye, but his heart to 
be towards them perpetually. 


The Chriſtian ſhould look to God's word, ad pray for faith to 


believe in him, as a faithful God, and plead thoſe words, © I will 
abundantly bleſs her proviſion, I will ſatisfy her poor with bread,” 
Pf. cxxxii. 13. What millions, by following ſuch a method, 
have found by experience, that he who will make heaven a place 
for praiſe, will make thoſe in his courts experience them to be 
Bethels for divine conſolation ! how frequently do we ſee thoſe 
words fulfilled : Plalm Ixxxiv. 4. © Bleſſed are they that dwell in 
thy houſe ; they will be ſtill praifing thee !” 

It is well when his worſhippers look at a promiſing God 
through the glaſs of his word, and plead his promiſe. Indeed, he 
has even put words into the mouths of his needy ones, When the 
poor and needy feek water, and there is none, and their tongue 
faileth for thirſt; I the Lord will hear them, I the God of Iſrael 
will not forſake them,” Iſa. xli. 17. If any of our fellow crea- 
tures ſhould give us fuch encouragement to apply to them in our 
neceſlity, we ſhould think ourſelves ſufficiently authorized to plead 
for the ſupply of our wants, 

Would not they who lived in the days of Solomon, promiſe 
themſelves many a refreſhing opportunity in that temple ; eſpeci- 
ally when they heard God ſay, his eye and his heart ſhould be 
thete? And was not this anſwer in conſequence of Solomon's 
prayer? What then may Chriſtians expect who have One to inter- 
cede for them, whoſe influence with God is beyond all compare 
greater 
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greater than Solomon's? Remember, Jeruſalem was, at the period 
when Solomon prayed, a lively place ; but it is now dull and 
gloomy ; but our Solomon can make the church of God alive all 
the world over. There is nothing new to be expected from the 
temple and its fervices; but the ground of our expectations is 
immutable as Jehovah. 

g. It may be expected that the means of grace will be bleſſed, 
to the enlarging the underſtandings of the people of God in the 
knowledge of divine things. The word preached is for inſtructi- 
on ; therefore the Haly Ghoſt accompanies the miniſtration of the 
Goſpel, for the edification of the Church. Ordinances are as 
ſchools, where the heirs of heaven are educated. God can teach 
without public means ; but if he chuſes to appoint them for this 
end, what man is he that would preſume ta diQate to Jehovah ? 

They who have experienced the truth of this, have felt a ſacred 
pleaſure when the word has been opened to them ; they have fat 
under his ſhadow with great delight. As light is pleafant to the 
eye, ſo is the knowledge of Chriſt to the believer. The natural 
ſun was ordained to ripen the fruits of the earth ; ſo the means of 
grace are ordained by God for the ripening of God's own plants, 
and to make the people of God grow in grace, 

Many profeſſors have no idea of this; they have à notion, that if 
they can but obtain pardon, and get ſaſe into heaven at laſt, that is 
all they have in view : as for God being honoured and glorihed, 
they have no thought ; but how could they worſhip in faith, and 
pleaſe God, in this day of Solomon's prayer, who ſaw not the king 
as a type of Chriſt ? It would be well if all worſhippers were ſenſi- 
ble of the neceſſity of knowledge, in order to worſhip aright, Un- 
der the word preached, the Holy Spirit takes of the things of 
Chriſt: he often puts a peculiar honour upon the means: many 
are taught ſuch ſpiritual things there, which they had in vain ſought 


for at home. 
FY They may expect 2 word in ſeaſon, who are exerciſed with 
particular difficulties. The Holy Ghoſt, who ſearches the deep 
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things of God, and is as much by office a comforter in the church 
below, as Chriſt is an interceſſor within the veil, not only directs 
the miniſter, but applies the word to the very caſe. This is the 


ſer of their circumſtances and ſituation. So particularly is God 
attentive to all the caſes of every individual of his children, 

The houſe of God is often made a houſe of praiſe: there the 
heart, before rent with perplexity and care, has been relieved ; 
and the believer has been enabled to ſee in ſuch a manner the care 
of a covenant-keeping God, that ſorrow has been turned into joy. 
In times of diſtreſs, the tried Chriſtian runs to the houſe of God, 
and how often have thoſe words in Iſa. xl. g7. been fulfilled to 
fuch! Thus Hannah carried her grievous caſe to the Lord; and 
though ſhe did not meet with relief by the public miniſtry, yet God 
gave her that comfort there, which ſhe had not found at home. 

God eſteems himſelf honoured, when his people attend upon 
his appointments with a deſire to worſhip him in ſpirit and iu 
truth.

Neglect of ordinances is looked on to be a 
politive proof of a proſane ſpirit, both by God and men. Saul 
took no heed to walk in the ways of the Lord; David's higheſt 
pleaſures were in God's worſhip ; therefore God gave him the 
high honour of having the title of the man after his own heart : 
this is evidently proved from the very appointment of the means of 


himſelf ſpeaks of his church, Pf. Ixxxvii. 2. The Lord 
loveth the gates of Zion more than all the dwellings of Jacob.“ 


attended, where God has promiſed to have his eye and heart perpe- 
wally, The nature of this ſubje& will engage the attention of 
thoſe who deſire to pleaſe God. 

1. With reverence and godly fear; without this, what evi- 
dence have we of real regard to God? His children, who feel a 
neceſſity for his favours, will feel ſuch a ſenſe of their own unwor-: 
thineſs, 


reaſon why many ſuppoſe that ſome perſon has informed the mini- 


grace, and eſpecially from the peculiar delight with which God 


III. I come next to ſhew how ſuch ordinances ought. to be 
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thineſs, that they will reverence him. There is a fear which is 

peculiar to a child of God; he has ſaid, * My fear I will put in 

their hearts.” The unregenerate cannot thus honour God, They 
chat are in the fleſh, cannot pleaſe God; their fear of him is only 
taught by the precepts of men. They may reaſon with them. 
ſelves, that God is in every place; but this will not give them that 
idea of his preſence, which-the Chriſtian poſſeſſes. This fear is 
not that flaviſh fear, common to the guilty ; but it flows from real 
love and deſire to pleaſe God; ſuch wiſh to keep from fin, that 
they may not offend. They who have this fear, ought to cultivate 
it. Every worſhipper ought to conſider the everlaſting conſequen- 
ces which follow the Goſpel Miniſtry : to ſome, it is a ſavour of 
life ; to others, a ſavour of death; this cauſed Paul to feel himſelf 
weak, fo that he cries out, Who is ſufficient for theſe things? 

Alight airy conduct is a badge of ignorance ; ſuch underſtand no 
more what is the proper buſineſs in a place of worſhip, than Herod, 
with his men of war, knew of Chriſt. Where God is not reve- 
renced, he knows he is not regarded. 

2. Fervent prayer becomes thoſe who are going to meet with 
ſuch a God in public worſhip ; they ſhould ſeek his face repeatedly 
in private: a neglect here will ſoon be experienced. If you conſider 
the many and the great favours you want for yourſelves, and others, 
you will never want an errand to a throne of grace; and if you 
want a heart to pray, you have got an errand in your own breaſt. 
To negle& prayer, is to carry ſtrange fire to the houſe of God. A 
congregation ſhould meet 'on- a ſabbath morning; as once the 
Engliſh captains met on the field before battle begun: they had 

deen at prayer together the night before; and when they met next 
morning in the field of battle, they ſaid one to another, Now for an 

anſwer to our prayers. If we have many in our congregations who 
have been ſo happily employed, we may expect ſuch prayers will 
de like Saul's ſword, and Jonathan's bow, which will not return 
empty. A praying congregation is a great encouragement to 2 
miniſter. When prayer is neglected in a congregation, they 
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8 ſeem, when they meet, more likely to bring a curſe upon them- 
n ſelves, than a bleſſing. Bring not only your preſence into the 
y place of worſhip, but your prayers. To go to worſhip without 
y prayer, is like a man telling his Maker he wants nothing of him, 

. he deſires not the knowledge of his ways. If therefore a man does 

at not go to the houſe of God to receive an anſwer to his prayers, he 

is goes to increaſe his offences; and once more preſumes on the 

al patience of a God, who has long borne with his hypocriſy. Prayer 

at for the ſucceſs of the Goſpel is highly agreeable to God, ** Save 

te now, I beſeech thee, O Lord--ſend now proſperity,” Pſ. cxviii;

of g. Attendance on the worſhip of God ſhould be conſtant, and in 
elf proper time: God is a God of order, not of confuſion. An un- 

ſteady hearer, Reuben like, will never excel; ſuch ſeldom are 

no either comfortable at home, or uſeful abroad. Like the Athenians, 
od, they are ever on the wing, after ſomething new; the thoughts of 

ve 


ſuch run more upon the preacher, than on him who engages the 
minds of real worſhippers; theſe ſeek themſelves, not the honour 
of God ; if they are more than once in a moon in a place, it is matter 
of wonder. Theſe give Chriſt no more pleafure, than they do the 
miniſter comfort ; and many of theſe when they have been carried, 
like clouds, with every wind, at laſt mix with the world, and be- 
come members of that body. A 

In proper time Peter's hearers were all preſent to hear the hea- 
venly meſſage. Shall tradeſmen riſe ſoon, and exert themſelves, 
that they may not loſe any part of the market; and ſhall hearers for 
eternity act in ſuch a manner, as to give proof they care not whe- 
ther they trade for heaven or no? They who grudge one quarter of 
an hour on a ſabbath morning, we may rationally expect, have 
been ſparing enough of their time in private prayer in the week. If 
you would enjoy the light of God's countenance, do not diſturb his 
children in his worſhip ; and if you oe ſuch . why not 
come Tooher mito 10 
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4. Enter his courts with gratitude and praiſe: never come for 
new favours, without your thank-offering for former mercies. 
Let it be engraven upon your very hearts, I will never forget his 
loving kindneſs;;” or, as the lively Pſalmiſt ſays, in another pſalm, 
v. 7. I will come into thy houſe in the multitude of thy mer- 
cies,” 

We ſhould aim at doing his will on earth, as thoſe are doing it 
in the heavenly world: heaven is filled with gratitude. In the Old 
Teſtament worſhip, they were commanded to come with thank ful- 
neſs, and eat before God. You will not want matter for thankful- 
neſs, if you can ſee what an infinite mercy it is you are not in hell; 
but eſpecially, if you have reaſon to believe you ſhall be joined for 
ever with the heavenly worſhippers. "Think how few at this day 
have the goſpel ; how many blind are led by the blind. Are you 
favoured with the goſpel? look on it as one of the greateſt outward 
mercies God beſtows on a creature. When the word preached is 
regarded only as common, and we have no eye to ſee ourſelves 
diſtinguiſhed, we ſhall not be thankful. | 

An affectionate worſhipper at this time, when he ſaw the king 
praying, and heard God's anſwer, and all things carrying on with 

ſuch animation, would think that man had no ſoul who was not 

thankful that he ever lived to ſee ſuch a day; and fhall we behold 
the influence our King and Prieſt has in the heavens, and ſuch 

things as are carrying on for us there, and yet be ſtupid in the midi 

of all? If an ancient worſhipper was thankful for theſe opportuni- 
ties, we ought to be filled with praiſe above meaſure. 

APPLICATION.—lf the people in Solomon's time were ſtruck 
with the ſplendor and glory of that worſhip, ſhould not the diſpen- 
ſation we now enjoy engage our attention ? and ſhould not we ina 
particular manner eye the immenſe coſt which God himſelf las 
been at on our account? If we do not admire it, we do not love It. 

Af any friend does ſuch an act for us as was never before performed 

by one friend for another, will it not be extremely provoking if 


Juch an act be overlooked? The redeemed in heaven are in .

ll; beholding the value of it: all this ſhould make us admire and 
for prize our privileges, 

Jay Learn to look as conſtantly through all ordinances to the center 
yOu of our worſhip, as they of old looked through the types to the 
on great Antitype. How was the mind of Abel employed, when, 
d is ſacrificing, he obtained ſuch a teſtimony of God's approbation ? 
40 It he pleaſed God, what was there in him fo highly agreeable ? 
How were the minds of all the ancient worſhippers employed ? 
ing They ſaw by faith, that which is come to paſs. And do not the 
ohh things themſelves, which they only ſaw by faith, appear before . 
-not our eyes? Are they not clearly held out to us by God himſelf, and 
hold ſhould not theſe engage our attention ? Do we not behold them to be 
ſuch as real as the exiſtence of Jehovah, and great beyond all deſcrip- 
nidſt tion? To oyerlook their value, is to treat the whole Goſpel with 
tuni- indifference. If God teſtified his approbation of the conduct of 


any man, or ſet of men, we ought particularly to notice that, for 
by this we learn what thoſe things are which are moſt agreeable to 
God. Thus that which was evidently agreeable to God in Abel, 
Abraham, and ſome of the moſt eminent ſaints under the law, 
was, that reſpect they had to what is even now fo dear to God in 
heaven, namely, the incarnatian and crucifixion of Him who is 

God's beloved Son. | 
The few thoughts many profeſſors have- about the chief things 
m the Goſpel, proves the little love they have to Chriſt, or concern

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about his glory. Whatever any may think of this, it is pecu- 


liarly diſagreeable to God; for how valuable ſoever the offerings 
of any man were, if he had not his eye to the ſubſtance, God in- 
formed ſuch, that it was not the fat of rams or of lambs, which 
gave him pleaſure; but the worſhippers, who by faith, like Abra- 
ham, looked forward to Chriſt's day. Legal worſhippers for- 
merly, as well as now, imagined they did great things when they 
offered ſomething very valuable, and efpecially in their volun- 
tary or free-will offerings ; but hen the coft or value of their 
own offerings turned away their = from the Antitype, all was 
more than loſt, | 

2. Behold this interceſſion of our great at King i in the world of 
glory, to be as real as that Solomon ever offered up in prayer; 
and that even now the eye and heart of God are as much intent 
on his people and ordinances, as at the very period when Solo- 
mon was pouring out his prayer. Pray that the Holy Spirit may 
give you clear views of this; and of the glory and influence of 
him, who, before the incarnation, thought it not robbery to be 
equal with God; and whoſe glory now, as Mediator, conſiſts 
peculiarly in this, 7. e. that he can fave ſo Dy Chrilt's 
plorying in our falvation, is our joy. 

We can look on redemption with pleaſure and ſatisfaction, 
when we behold it to be that very thing in which Chriſt's glory 
is ſo much interelied, © Faith is the ſubſtance of things hoped 
for, the evidence of things not ſeen:” their worſhip of old was 
both by faith and ſight, for they ſaw their high prieſt,” and un- 
derſtood his appointment to be of God. Though our high 
prieſt is made with an oath, and in a more peculiar manner 
ſanctioned by the authority of God; yet our ideas of this 
important part of the ſyſtem of redemption, are all by faith ; we 
ſhould therefore conſider Chriſt as really interceding for us, 


x as if we ſaw him with our bodily eyes. 


g. Eeware of an indifferent and lukewarm ſpirit in worſhip : let 
God be witneſs, that it is his face you ſeck, and that nothing 
ſhort 


ing 
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{hort of his preſence can content you. Remember, lukewarm. 
neſs is hated in heaven. Watch and pray, that you may be 
preſerved from a frame. ſo dangerous to yourſelves, and fo dif. 
honourable to Chriſt. Was Chriſt lukewarm, when he had 
his erols upon his back, and was going on towards Calvary ? 
Can we content ourſelves with the form of religion, who have 
ſuch things before our eyes as continually animate both ſaints 
and angels in heaven? When perfons firſt ſet out in religion, 
they ſeldom complain of lukewarmneſs; their minds run almoſt 
perpetually on religious ſubjects ; they attend on the word 
preached with an ardent deſire of communion with God; and 
are ſeldom found in a complaining tone, except they have 
brought it on themſelves by neglect in private. This no doubt 
was one cauſe why Chriſt exhorted all his diſciples to watch. 

4. Take notice, whether you are looking through the effects, to 
the great Firſt Cauſe. Thoſe things which ought to engage our 
attention, muſt have love for the grand cauſe of their ever com- 
ing into the mind of God himſelf. Great things done for 
others, muſt proceed from great love, or by ſome great miſ- 
take, or out of great hypocriſy : the two latter can never be aſ- 
cribed to God. Chriſt dying on Calvary, was the grandelt ef- 
fe&t that ever cauſe produced; Chriſt living and interceding in 
heaven, mult have the ſame cauſe. - As the effect is now e ident 
to us on earth, and alſo to thoſe in heaven; ſo let us, like thoſe 
in the world above, lock at the cauſe by the alliſtance of the 
glorious effect; this is the way to behold the glory of God in 
the face of Jeſus Chriſt. If we purſue not this method, we do 


not follow that light which the Scripture gives us concerning 


this ſubject. The method that God points out to us in his 
word, is, to behold things which are more hidden and. myſteri- 
ous, by thoſe which are brought more within the compals of our 
ſenſes. If we turn our thoughts on inbnite love, it is a ſublime 
lubjeft, and we are at a loſs how to form any idea of it ſatiſ- 
horily to ourſelves ; but if we attempt to pry into this love 


by 
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by the effect, i. e. Chriſt ort the croſs, and now interceding, we 
find great aſſiſtance in the ſtudy of this ſubje&. - 

Theſe are the very things the angels deſired to look into; and 
it is by the beholding of theſe, that we ſhall find our affections 
riſe to things above. Did they who only had the aſſiſtance of 
types, look towards theſe things with ſuch longing deſires; and 
ſhall we rarely turn our thoughts on them, when God holds 
them before our very ſenſes ? | 

5. Look at the evident blindneſs and ignorange of many 
around you, and be thankful that'your eyes are bleſſed with 
ſeeing : Never forget who made you to differ. Shall your eyes 
be delighted to all eternity, and have you eyes to ſee the mol! 
entertaining and animating ſubjects now ?—and will not many 
among thoſe you know ſee nothing, to all appearance, but ſor- 
row in this world, at death ſee their judge an enemy, behold 
hell their everlaſting home, and the loſt for their eternal compa. 
nions? and ſhall you have pleafure here and for ever! 

I cannot ſee how we can expect to poſſeſs a grateful and 
happy frame of ſou], while we neglect the means appointed for 
ſuch an end. Every man, who has ſome important end in view, 
naturally thinks by what means he can obtain ſuch an end. Is 
not the unthankfulneſs, and the lowneſs of the ſpirits of many, 
owing to their inattention to this method ? "They complain of 
their ungrateful hearts; but do they ever fit down in earneſt to 
take up this ſubject? They have perſons near them every day, in 
whom they might read, as in ſo many books, till they would be 
conſtrained to cry out, Lord, why me? No doubt this was the 
caſe with Jacob, when he met Eſau. Uſe then the means, 
and fear not obtaining the end. 

6. Frequently examine yourſelves. -Is choice the principle that 
moves you to worſhip, or is it force? If choice, then divine 
worſhip is your element, and you are never more happy than 
when your heart is enlarged in it ; this will make your ſabbaths 
at times delightful. Think of the infinite love of him who has 

put 
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put a new ſpirit within you: by this, your duty is made a real 
pleaſure ; while others are in chains, you are at liberty in his ſer- 
vice. This ſhould make you enter into his gates with thankſgiv- 
ing, and into his courts with praiſe. 

Attention to tae frame of your mind will more and more afford 
you information in this ſubject. Who can tell the ſpirit of a 
man like the man himſelf? To find that we are poſſeſſed of a ſpirit 
quite different from what we ourſelves once had, and from what 
many now poſſeſs, who have the advantage of the ſame means of 
grace we are favoured with; is a convincing token that God has 
formed us for his ſervice. 

The very idea of this, when a Chriſtian is going to worſhip, is 
a means of making him believe he ſhall obtain other mercies; 
and it is but reaſonable that perſons, who ſhare in ſuch diſtin- 
guiſhing mercies, ſhould, when they are approaching God in his 
ordinances, never loſe ſight of the greateſt of his favours. 

Do you deſire to pleaſe God as a promiſing God, and to come 
before him as thoſe who believe ? Do you come to wait for the ful- 
hlment of his word; and do you keep your eye upon him, as both 
the living and ſpeaking God? He that cometh to God, muſt be- 
eve, Talk not about believing the promiſe, without an eye to 
the Promiſer; and never attend his worſhip, without his word. 
We have poor, impoveriſhed ideas of God, when we have them 
not from his word. If we deſire to pleaſe God, we ought to be 
particularly concerned for ſuch a knowledge of him, as will aſſiſt 
vs in believing in him: They that know his name, will put their 
truſt in him.“ That frame of mind which is agrecable to God, 
will in general be comfortable to us; but had it been the. caſe, 


that our comfort would not have been enlarged by this knowledge, 


we ought to give diligence to obtain it purely out of regard to th 
will and pleaſure of God. 

The more we aim at God's pleaſure in our worſhip, the more 
we may expect the light of his countenance, What has God at 
wy time teltified his hatred againſt more, than when profeſſors 
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have not attended to his honour and pleaſure in worſhip? If God 
has repettedly met you in worſhip, and fulfilled his word to you, 
the greater will be the provocation in overlooking his word. 

Do you feel a concern for the glory of God? Do you delight to 
ſee his worſhippers affoctionate? Can you pray with concern for 
the proſperity of Zion? Or are you like many, who evidently are 
void of any ſuch concern; who, though they profeſs love, care 
nothing for him ? they-pretend to regard, but where is the proof of 
it? See that your love be attended with its proper concomitants. 
If you are not willing to examine into this, it is a proof that you 
are not concerned whether you profeſs true love, or no. 

What king would be pleaſed with a ſoldier, if he perceived the 
man had no kind of concern whether the army gained or loſt the 
battle? No more will Chriſt-reſtify his approbation of ſuch as are 
wholly indifferent, whether his cauſe ' flouriſh, or no. Reaſon 
itſelf confirins this truth. "Thoſe hearers, who come to a place of 
worſhip without any concern for the glory of God, often injure 
the ſpirit of a lively miniſter, and do unſpeakable hurt in the con- 
gregations where they attend; for as iton ſharpencth iron, 7. c. 
as lively and affectionate Chriſtians. do each other good; theſe, 
on the contrary, blunt and deaden the ſpirits of worſhippers. 
How happy would many'a miniſter feel, when he was going to 
preach the word, if he had a thorough perſuaſion his hearers had 
been wreſtling with God for a bleſſing! 

Do you find a delight in being taught the knowledge of God? 
Beware of a religion that leads not the mind to God ; it is only a 
rettewed ſoul that can be delighted in beholding this glory of God in 
the face of Jeſus Chriſt, We may ſay of many profeſſors, + The 
voice is Jacob's, but the hands are Eſau's.” Like crows, they fly 
high in profeſſion, yet they come dowh to the earth for their food; 
ſor they live and delight only in the world. 

Theſe hear without any intention or deſire of ſeeing more and 
more into the myſtery of redeeming love. When they read the 
word at home, it is from a common perſuaſion that they ought to 

. 2 read, 
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read, not from a deſire of being rooted and grounded in love, or of 
drinking more deeply into the wells of ſalvation. Every Chriſtian 
will feel ſomething of this, when his heart is out of frame ; but 
when this is the habitual frame of any, it proves that man to be- 


deceiving his own ſoul. Such a man finds no neceſſity for the 


aſſiſtance of the Holy Spirit; he does not delight in the ſubject of 
redemption, or he would feel a defire to ſee more and more, like 
Paul, into the heights and depths of that love which is revealed in 
the word of God. They who have learnt ſavingly, are always 
defirous to know more; they who underſtand nothing properly, 
are indifferent about more knowledge. 

Do you conſider the eternal conſequences which await all profeſ- 
ſors? 1. e. that all will in a little time be with the worſhippers in 
the heavenly world; or mixed with the tormented in the regions of 
damnation ? That the diſtance of time between the preſent and 
this great change, is but as a dream, and you will awake in hea- 
ven or hell? Then will you meet with a much larger congrega- 
tion than Solomon prayed before, to whichever world you go. 

Why have we ſuch things repreſented to us in Scripture, by the 
moſt ſtriking metaphors, and in the moſt ſtriking language by 
Chriſt himſelf, but to engage our attention? How can thoſe pro- 
ſeſſors bleſs God for preventing them from ſtumbling on the dark 
mountains of eternity, who have not the leaſt idea of the danger- 
ous ſtate of a way-ſide hearer, or a fooliſh virgin? Profeſſors, 
who have never been rouſed by the thunder of Chriſt's voice, ſo as 
to have ſome apprehenſions of the happineſs of the faithful ſer- 
vant whom his Lord ſhall bleſs, and the dreadful caſe of the evil 
ſervant who ſhall be caſt into hell, where there ſhall be weeping 
and wailing, and gnaſhing of teeth, afford 'too much proof that 
they have never heard the voice of the Son of God at all, 

There is not the leaſt neceſſity to perſuade us concerning the 
abſolute certainty of conſequences, nor of their being eterpal ; but 
a lively impreſſion of theſe is found only in a few. Sometimes 
we find a profeſſor ſhaken e grave by ſome terrible diſor- 
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der; alarmed beyond all deſcription, he finds his maſter calls, 
and he, like the fooliſh virgin has been faſt aſleep; he has been 
like the unwiſe ſailor, that knew he might expect the ſtorm, 
which coming ſoon after, he fears the veſſel will be daſhed all to 
pieces, before any preparation can be made. There are few but 
have been rouſed at one time or another from their lethargy ; 
but the dull and inſenſible ſlumber returns, and they have re- 
lapſed into the very frame they determined they would never be 
in one day more. Nothing but having ſpiritual life maintained 
by ſpiritual ſubjects, and the ſoul's being delighted with them, 
will ever keep the Chriſtian's head above the allurements of this 
world The man who retains the molt lively apprehenſions of 
thoſe infinite and eternal conſequences which are before him, 
will always be the moſt animated hearer; will walk with the 
greateſt ſenſe of the value of the Goſpel ; will pray the mot fer- 
vently for a bleſſing on the ward to his own ſoul ; and will feel 
the molt hearty concern for the ſouls of others. 

Many a hearer is finding fault with his miniſter, and diſcerns 
not the large beam which is in his own eye. When the heart 
is impreſſed with theſe important conſequences, a hearer will be 
in a more proper frame both to hear and judge of a diſcourſe; 
I wiſh alſo all hearers to conſider, that when a miniſter beholds, 
in the conduct and complexion of his hearers, a careleſs and in- 
different frame of ſpirit, it affects him in ſuch a manner as 
would almoſt damp the zeal of an archangel. 

Do you find, that by hearing the word you are poſſeſſed of 
a faith that overcomes the world? The faith of ſome makes 
them. more greedy of periſhing things ; and a feigned faith has 
been a fatal faith to many; read in the eleventh of the Hebrews, 
and you will ſee their faith was more than a name, « They 
were looking for a city that had foundations, whoſe builder and 
maker is God.“ 

This was not a mere aking about faith, This believing was 
not owing to * of this world not being able to give 
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happineſs to an immortal ſoul, but from a realizing view of the 
glories: of ſalvation being infinitely ſuperior to any thing this 
world can afford. Many, when affliction and diſtreſs pour in 
like a land-flood, are for leaving the world, as a man would 
flee from an illand that is ſinking, or a houſe about to fall; the 
agreeableneſs of the place to which he is removing not being the 
motive for his flight : this is a poor evidence * that faith which 
overcames the world. 

That faith which has for its evidence the love of things 
within the veil, comes up to the touchſtone of the word of God 
Where your treaſure is, there will your hearts be alſo.“ 

A true worſhipper, who ſaw Solomon engaged in prayer, 
heard the anſwer of God, and ſhared in the happineſs of that 
day, would look forward toward the period when the whole 
body of the redeemed ſhould meet to part no more; when the 
glorious Immanuel, who has infinitely more love to his people 
than ten thouſand Salomons could experience, would be ſeen 
eye to eye, and would then be enjoyed without a cloud be. 
tween. | 

The beholding religious pleaſures to be unſpeakably great, and 
not capable of being interrupted by the cares of this world, will 
make a man retire to his home, wiſhing for the arrival of that 
bleſſed period, when he ſhall ſee even as he is ſeen. The faith 


that enables a man to overcome the world, leads him to reali- 


ties beyond this world ; while the man with a e faith is 
in no reſpect the more heavenly for it. 

You whoſe conſciences bear this teſtimony, that you are nei- 
ther Cains nor Eſaus; you are not, like Doeg, detained, and 
ſs worſhip only by conſtraint; nor like Saul, who only deſired 
honour before the people. Think how aſſuredly they ſhall 
dwell with God in heaven, whoſe delight has been to enjoy him 
in his courts below. You are following millions, who were 
formed for heaven in this lower world. 
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Learn to regard heaven as your home; be familiar with the 
chief ſubjects which engage the minds of its inhabitants; that 
when you behold your mortal bodies to be juſt at the mouth of 
the grave, your ſouls may be elevated with ideas where the im- 


mortal part is going. It is of little conſequence where the body 


ſhall lie; your immortal and gloriſed ſpirit ſhall be in the moſt 
delightful company above, when your body is a feaſt for worms 
in the grave. Learn how to apply the remedy, before you feel 
the ſore, Job had learnt this leſſon in his proſperity. Shall we 
be heirs of heaven, and be eſtranged from it in our own 
thoughts ? Is this the way to ſhow Chriſt, that we love him ? 

If the eye and heart of God is in a peculiar manner where his 
worſhippers meet, it ought to make us particularly attend to the 
frame of our heatts. This becomes ſuch as believe that the ap- 
probation of God is the moſt deſirable thing under the heavens, 
We labour not under the diſadvantage of many loyal ſubjects, 
who would think themſelves happy, were their very thoughts 
and hearts known to their king; while traitors and rebels are 
glad of a cover, 

The ſincere ſoul is more concerned for the rights of the King 
of kings, than the rights of man, and is perſuaded the only me- 
thod to obtain any mercy is to give him his due; he feels a real 
pleaſure in the omniſcience of the King of heaven, who he is 
fenſible ſees his concern for his glory ; when his conſcience bears 
him this tellimeny, Lord, thou knoweſt all things, thou 
knoweſt that 1 love thee.” Of this we have evident proof, 
when we feel that faith which works by love, when our hearts 
gre watching and praying for all that he is now interceding for, 
and all he died for. 

As the ſouls of the ſaved will be ſo much more happy than their 
bodies till the reſurrection, ſo the bodies of the damned ſhall know 
no pain till that important period; but what will the loſt ſoul have 
experienced before that awful trumpet ſhall ſound, when foul 
and body ſhall be united once more to be finally judged, awfully 
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he condemned, and by the Judge himſelf bid to depart into 3 
Lat fire! How momentary will all the ſeafons of joy or ſorrow appear 
of then, that any of the wicked have known in this tranſitory world ; 
n- how little to that eternal ſcene, when it will be fully known who 
dy ſhall enter into their Maſter's joy, and who ſhall go where there is 
oſt weeping, and wailing, and gnaſhing of teeth ! 

ms Perhaps many who were among the vaſt crowds when Solomon 
eel . prayed, and at that time paid no regard either to the prayer, or 
we Jehovah to whom the prayer was putting up, will be on the left 
wn hand. Can theſe be ſtupid and careleſs before the tremendous 


Judge? You, who now have not the leaſt deſire of being intereſted 
in the interceſſion of our great King and Prieſt in glory, how will 
you feel when you ſee the Saviour you lighted all the days of your 


glory ! How will you carry with you to the regions of damnation 
thoſe ideas you then had of his glory! There is fiery indignation 
awaiting all inſipid and careleſs worſhippers. Ye fooliſh —_—_ will 
nothing rouſe you before the doors are for ever ſhut © 

What will it be to behold our King and Prieſt, with the whole 
concerns of his church on his heart! Shall we ſee him eſteem it a 
glory in being in ſuch an office! we ſhall then ſee the whole deſign 
of the typical worſhip, and the full glory of the diſpenſation we are 
now under, Chriſt himſelf will make us more than welcome to a 
place among that glorious company, In the faith of this, let us 
live happy while we live, and rejoice at death in the thoughts of ſuch 
an eternal home; a home, where all are engaged and delighted 
with the ſame ſubjects. Here our worſhip is clogged with inſipid 
and heartleſs worſhippers ; worldly cares and anxieties toſs and 
perplex the moſt heavenly hearts. Oh for that reſt, that enjoy- 
ment, which is as certain, as aſſuredly before us, as that ever the 
temple was built, or that Solomon prayed ! 5 

If it refreſhed the heart of a good man, who ſaw a great king 
happy in ſuch a ſtation as that in which Solomon then ſtood, what 
ſhall we ſee in him, of whom Solomon was ſcarce a ſhadow, yea

Ye who have had many a happy moment in the boule of God,

ders of eternity. Have you never been witneſs to the old traveller, 
who, when near his home, his bones filled with pain, his room 
like a lonely priſon, knows he ſhall neyer leave that place, till his 
corpſe. be carried out? for ſuch to behold by a lively faith himſelf 
juſt ſtepping into the glorious temple of God above, which, as it has 
been his delight to behold by faith, his King and Prieſt in heaven, 
he is now ſent to inhabit, by no leſs a Being than the Lord of 
heaven, who waits his arrival with a crown in his hand ready to 
place it on the head of the conqueror. | 

They were ſuch ideas as theſe, which made Payl long to be 
abſent from the body, that he might be preſent with the Lord, 
« There is laid up for me a crown,” &c, Such who, like Paul, 
live in the faith of ſuch a King and Interceſſor, muſt believe as the 
moſt ardent love was in his heart, when he hung ſuſpended on the 
crofs on Calvary, and having interceded with the ſame unparalleled 
affection, with what frame of heart will he receive into heaven 
thoſe for whom he died, and for whom he has ſo perpetually inter- 
ceded | 

Let us then aim more and more, to treat theſe ſubjects, not as 
fictions, but as things than which nothing can be of greater im- 
portance, nor any thing be more real and true ; let us aim at living 
with no leſs impreſſion of theſe intereſting truths, than if we ſaw 
them with our bodily eyes; then we ſhall experience our faith 
working by love, and at times be enabled to ſay, whom having 
not ſeen we love, and though now we lee him not, yet believing, 
we rejoice with joy unſpeakable,” Ke. * 

We are not in want of materials to encourage our faith; the 
greateſt defect is in our underſtandings ; Paul therefore prayed 
particularly for eyes erilightened, © The eyes of your underſtand- 
ings being enlightened,” &c. Eph. xviii. Were our eyes more en- 
* lightened, 
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lightened, how would the very things which engage the attention of 
ſpirits and angels above fill our thoughts ? We ſhould attend upon 


ordimances with an impreſſion of God being there, and coming to 


meet us in love ; we ſhould more than hope for kind anſwers from 
heaven, when both ſuch love and influence, united in one glorious 
King and Prieſt, are continually before the throne on our account, 
Our cloſet exerciſes would be more evangelical, and our family 
devotion afford more life and comfort ; our feet would ſtand more 
firm on that foundation which God has laid in Zion ; we ſhould 
animate our fellow travellers while we live, and in our dying 
moments give glory to God, as thoſe who are juſt within ſight of the 
King of kings ; not praying like Solomon in a mixed croud, but 
in a far greater number, where all ſee and underſtand the nature of 
the worſhip ; where all are filled with adoration while they behold 
with aſtoniſhment the infinite things done for them by Jehovah. 
There the everlaſting and electing love of the Father is fully 
underſtood ; there redemption by the incarnation of the Father's 
Fellow, who, though from everlaſting in the form of God, yet 
thought it not robbery to be equal with God, is ſeen without a veil 
between.
